I he other day there was a gathering of 
republican clubs in Baltimore, fend each 
having bu e)e 
some public office, 
they adopted the following resolution: 
Resolved, That we, bb republican?, 
pledge ourselves not to support any one 
for office, either national, elate or city, 
who is in favor of the present odious 
civil service law, or its application in the 
distribution of public patronage, whereby 
the majority of appointments are awarded 
to young men fresh from schools and col­ 
leges, while aotive, intelligent, educated 
aud deserving men of our own party are 
barred out on account of age, or have 
failed to answer foolish questions not 
pertinent to the service in which they 
are seeking employment. 
We believe 
that the present civil service law is a 
relic of European governments, is inju- 
iouB to party enc cess, and not at all ap­ 
propriate to a republican form rf gov­ 
ernment, and therefore should be re­ 
pealed. 
To be sure, the resolution is foolish in 
the extreme. The prestnt civil service 
law is well enough as far as it goes, and 
with all its imperfections it does not 
merit opposition of that kind. The civil 
service law is one thing, and the civil 
ervice 
practice 
as

the 
igher offices, is another. 
A

view 
of

civil service commission of the United 
States, has been published, 
and of 
course, its statistics are correct. The 
New York Tribune has taken the pains 
to go over the report and the facts and 
figures following show to what extent 
the majority cf appointment under tho 
civil service law are awarded to young 
nun fresh from schools and colleges. 
The average ages of those who passed 
the examinations for positions in the cus­ 
tom service was as follows. Gaugers, 
clerks, storekeepers, etc., 28.4 years; day 
inspectors, 31.2; examiners, 30.5; gaug­ 
ers, 36; mspeutreetee, 28 7; night in­ 
spectors, 31.9; openers and packers, 32.5. 
samplers, 30.5; weighers, and assistant 
w tig hers, 33.2 years. 
Burely the aver­ 
age of all these daises was a long way 
from the school age. 
In the postal service the successful 
candidates were very many of them mar* 
lied men, and the average age of those 
who succeeded in the examinations for 
clerks was 21 yearn, and for carriers 26 8 
years. 
Here is another portion in the report 
well worth reading. “ Between January 
16,1885, and June 30, 1888, 28,735 per­ 
sons who claimed a public school edu­ 
cation were examined for ail branches 
of the classified service. The number of 
those 
examined 
daring 
the 
same 
period who claimed 
a college ed­ 
ucation was only 4,327, or a little more 
than one-seventh the former number. 
Of those having a public school educa­ 
tion 18,476 passed. If we add to these 
tho?e who had been educated in business 
colleges, the total passed is 19,640. 
Of 
those who claimed a college education, 
3,029 passed. The number of the col­ 
lege graduates who gassed is seen there­ 
fore to have been only one-sixth of those 
edac&ted in public schools and business 
colleges.”

even though their minds have been wide 
open to the light in every direction? — 
Boston Advertiser. 
It is feared thai the day of looking for 
a juryman as you would for a judge, will 
long delay its coming. But m all justice, 
why 
shouldn’t 
a 
juryman, 
who 
bas the power 
to 
vote 
away 
a 
man’s 
life, 
or 
his 
liberty 
or his property, ba just as well read, just 
as learned, just as capable, i’ euch can bo 
found, as a judge who administers the 
law? It is vital, as everybody knows, 
that a judge shall be a man of brains, 
that he shall be fit in all things to de­ 
cide between men who take their dis­ 
putes into coon; and it quite often hap­ 
pens that a juror has more power than a 
judge, why then shoald he be less cap­ 
able to do his duty than a juSge?

Death in the Vinegar Cruet. 
A cting under the pro\isions of a recent 
law the Secretary of the Indiana S tate 
Board of H ealth has collected samples of 
the 
vinegar 
sold 
in several Indiana 
cities, and has ju st com pleted a careful 
analysis. 
Of eight samples thoroughly 
tested, but cno proves to be pure cider 
vinegar and the other seven are nothing 
m ore than a decoction of rain w ater and 
sulphuric acid. 
The largest vinegar m an­ 
ufactory in Indianapolis, which claim s to 
sell p ure apple vinegar, furnished the w orst 
stuff th a t was found am ong the samples. 
Tho secretary says th a t it will destroy 
the stom ach even of an ostrich if used 
liberally. 
The law as enacted 
by the 
last Legislature prohibits the m anufacture 
and sale of any vinegar not tho product of 
pure apnlo juice. 
It m ust not have any 
artificial coloring; m ust have an acidity 
equivalent to the presence of not less than 
four per cent by w eight Of acetic acid.

To expel mosquitoes, take of gum cam ­ 
phor a piece about one-third tho size of a 
hen’s egg, and evaporate it by placing it 
in a tin vessel and holding it over a lam p, 
taking care th a t it does not ignite.

mosquitoes, and they will not return, even 
though tho windows should be left open 
all night.

London Dock Laborers Refuse to Work 
w ith “B la c k le g .” 
London, Sept. I J.—At the opening of 
court to-day tho recorder, in charging tho 
grand jury, referred to tho recent strike 
in London. 
He said that, though an im­ 
mense number of men had been out or 
work for weeks and had suffered great 
privations, there was not a single case on 
the calendar arising from tho strike. 
Tho 
peaceful behavior of the men, ho declared, 
was a subject for national pride. 
Most of the strikers resumed work this 
morning. 
A thousand unemployed dock 
laborers are waiting (at the gates of the 
docks. 
They threaten violence against tho 
men who wore employed to take their 
places, and whom the directors of tlw dock 
companies now refuse to discharge. 
The situation is so serious that the dock 
committee, the conciliation committee, and 
the leaders of the strikers were summoned 
to a conference at the Mansion house. 
A 
deputation of ship owners arrived at tho 
Mansion house while the meeting was iii 
progress. 
Mr. Burnp^ ope of tho leaders 
of tho strikers, announced sqvoral cases 
where unreasonable preference had been 
given to “blacklegs.” 
It was finally 
agreed by all those present at the meeting 
to endeavor to have tljo agreement kept 
intact by all the parties interested. 
At a meeting af Poplar Mr. Burns said 
that the treaty with the working men had 
been broken by subordinate officials of tho 
dock companies. 
Some of tho wharfingers 
also had tried to get 
at tho old terms, 
but had failed. 
Unless tho agreement 
with tho men was kept there would bo 
another strike. 
The directors of the dock 
companies, however, had assured him that 
they would prevent any unfair preference 
being shown, 
and the shipowners 
had 
advised the directors to pay the faros of 
the “blacklegs” 
and send them back to 
their homes. 
Mr. Sydney B uxton, m em ber of P a rlia ­ 
m ent for the P oplar division of Tower 
Hamlets, expressed th e belief th a t m atters 
would settle dow n quietly in a few days. 
He understood from Mr. T U lett th a t the 
men would be advised to continue a t work, 
while the “ blacklegs” w ould be gradually 
weeded out or induced to jo in the dock- 
m en’s union.

The party left St. Paul on the early 
train Wednesday morning and were driven 
to tho depot in a closed carriage. 
Cooney 
was handcuffed between two of the officers 
and reached the depot just before the de­ 
parture of the train. 
Tickets had been 
procured in advance, and the party en­ 
tered the forward end of the smoking car. 
A k soon as they entered the car Cooney’s 
feet were shackled, handcuffs placed upon 
his wrists and a chain passed through the 
handcuffs and around the arm of the soats 
and secured with a padlock. 
In this way the party came to Chicago, 
reaching here Wednesday night. 
Cooney 
was removed from the train at Western 
avenue. The officers marched one on either 
side of Cooney, while tho remaining two 
marched close behind the prisoner. 
A 
close carriage was in waiting a few feet 
from tho train, and tho party entered it 
and was driven rapidly away. 
Patrick Cooney is supposed to have been 
one of the principals in the Cronin mur­ 
der and was a partner of Martin Burke at 
tho time the fiat at No. 117 Clark street 
and the Carlson cottage were rented, and 
it is known that ho can divulge the greater 
part of the plan to kill Dr. Cronin and the 
carrying out of the same. 
That he can 
successfully 
put tho ropes around the 
necks of several of the defendants there i9 
no doubt, and it is just that thing that the 
State is looking for, even if it is necessary 
to let one of the principals in tho brutal 
crime go free. 


CRONIN’S CLOTHE .. 


An A lleged Plot to Make It Appear the 
Doctor Was Murdered In England.

land Y ard for a num ber of years.

said to 
nave been delegated to attend to 
the A m erican end of the plot. 
May 7 
the m an m et another conspirator a t Swea- 
n y ’s hotel in New Y ork,and it was arranged 
th a t the effects of the m urdered doctor 
should be sent E ngland in the sealed iron 
box which had been procured by Tinsmith 
K lah re a few days before. 
The box, it is 
claim ed, was entrusted to a porter on an 
In m an lins steam er, 
who, in due time, 
tu rn ed it over to a conspirator stationed at 
Liverpool. 
This man, it is said, was to 
look aftei the rest of the plot. 
He rented 
a cottage several miles from London; 
on 
the 
Thames 
river, and 
m ade 
a r ­ 
rangem ents to secure from G ray’s hospital 
a corpse resem bling in general features the 
appearance of Dr. CroniD. 
The idea was 
to array this corpse in Dr. Cronin’s habili­ 
ments, throw it into the Thames, and a1 
low it to be found a day or tw o later, 
thus shifting from Chicago to London the 
scene 
of 
the 
crime.

S a n F r a n c is c o , Cal., Sept. 17.—Jus­ 
tice Sawyer of the United States Circuit 
court has rendered a decision in the Nagle 
habeas-corpus case, releasing the slayer of 
Judge Terry. 
Many people were in the 
court-room. 
Justice Field occupied a seat 
in the jury-box. 
Justice Sabin sat on the 
bauch with Justice Sawyer. 
After the de­ 
cision was read a notice of appeal to the 
United Stotts Supreme court was given by 
the counsel representing the State of Cali­ 
fornia, and Nagle was released on his own 
recognizance, the bond being fixed at 
$0,0 0 0. 
The decision is very long. 
It reviews 
the circumstances of the last year, includ­ 
ing the threats of Terry and his wife 
which culminated in th4 tragedy a t Lath­ 
rop. 
In commenting on the subject of 
jurisdiction Judge Sawyer says: 
“ There is ho conflict between the au­ 
thority of the State and the United 
States. 
The State, in such cases, is Sub­ 
ordinate and the national government 
paramount. 
There can be no doubt that 
the jurisdiction of the United States is not 
affected by reason of the location where 
the homicide occurred. V 
The main questions which tho court con­ 
sidered 
are: 
First, “ was the homicide 
committed by the petitioner while acting 
in the discharge of duty imposed upon 
him by the constitution and laws of the 
United States?” 
Second, “ wa9 the homi­ 
cide necessary or was it reasonably appar­ 
ent to {the mind of the petitioner at the 
time and under tho circumstances then ex­ 
isting that the killing was ne&ssafy in 
order to get a full and complete discharge 
of such duty?” 
The court declares that 
th6 marshal is a peace officer so fat as 
keeping peace in any matter wherein the 
sovereignty of the United States is con­ 
cerned, and he has all the power of a 
sheriff in such matters. 
The constitution 
provides for a Supreme court aud gives to 
the President the power and duty of seeing 
that the laws are faithfully executed. Tho 
court further declares that only a United 
States marshal or his deputy could have 
performed the duty of protecting Justice 
Field, the use of the State police being im­ 
practicable, as the powers of a sheriff 
would have ended at the borders of his 
county. Justice Sawyer continues: 
“After due 
consideration 
we have 
reached tho conclusion that the homicide 
in question was committed by the peti­ 
tioner while acting In the discharge of 
duty imposed upon bim by tne constitution 
and laws of the United States. 
Nagle was 
on the scene of action, facing tho party 
making the murderous assaults 
Knowing 
by personal experience his physical powers 
and his desperate character, and by gen­ 
eral reputation his life-long habit of car­ 
rying arms in readiness to use them, and 
his angry, murderous threats, and seeing 
his demoniac looks, his stealthy assault 
from behind, and remembering the sacred 
trust committed to his charge, Nagle in 
these trying circumstances was the party 
to determine when the supreme moment 
for action had come, and if he honestly 
acted with reasonable judgment and dis-, 
cretion the law justifies him, even if he 
erred. 
But who will have courage to 
stand up in the presence of the facts 
developed by the testimony in the case 
and say be fired the smallest traction of a 
second too soon? In my own judgment he 
acted, under the trying conditions sur­ 
rounding him, in good faith and with con­ 
summate courage, judgment, and discre­ 
tion. 
The homicide was, in our opinion, 
clearly justifiable in law, and in the forum 
of sound, practical common sense was com­ 
mendable. ”

In commenting oh tho subject of 


jurisdiction Judge Sawyer says: 


"Thoro is rio conflict between the au- 


thority 
oE tho Stato and tho United 


States. 
The Stato, in such cases, la Sub- 


ordinato and tho national government 
paramount. 
Thoro can bo no doubt that 


tho jurisdiction of tbo L'uitorl States Is not 
affected by reason of tho location whore 
tbo homicide occurred.'.1 


Tho main questions which tho court con- 


sidered are: First, "was 
tho homicide 


committed by tbu petitioner while acting 
in tho discharge of duty imposed upon 
him by tho constitution and laws of the 
United Statos?" 
Second, "was tho bomi- 


cido necessary or was it reasonably appar- 
ent to ttho mind oC tho petitioner at tho 
t.imo and under tho circumstances then os- 
isting that the killing was ndcbseary in 
order to get a full and complete discharge 
of such duty?" 
Tho court declares that 


the marshal Is a peace olllcer so far as 
keeping peuco in any matter wherein tho 
sovereignty of tho United States is oou- 
cornod, and ho has all tho power of a 
sheriff In such matters. 
Tho constitution 


provides Cor n. Supremo court and jjlvos to 
tbo President the power and duty ot seeing 
that tho laws are faithfully executed. Tho 
court further declares that only a Unitod 
Statos marshal or his deputy could have 
performed tho duty of protecting Justice 
Field, tho uso o£ tho State polico being im- 
practicable, as tho powers ot a sheriff 
would havo ended at tho borders of his 
county. Justice Sawyor continues: 


"After duo 
consideration 
wo havo 


reached tho conclusion that the homicide 
In question was committed by tho peti- 
tioner while acting In tho dlschnrgo of 
duty imposed upon him by tno constitution 
and laws o£ tho United Statos. Naglo was 
on tbo scene of action, facing tho party 
making tho murdorous assault, 
Snowing 


by personal experience his physical powers 
and his desperate character, and by gon- 
ernl reputation his life-long tabit of car- 
rying arms in roadlnoss to use them, and 
his angry, murdorous threats, and seeing 
his demoniac lookn, his stealthy assault 
from behind, and remembering tho sacred 
trust committed to his charge, JTagle in 
these trying circumstance? was the party 
to determine when tho eupromu moment 
for action had come, and if ho honestly 
acted with reasonable judgment ana dls-: 
cretion 
tho law 
justifies him, oven if ho 


crrod. 
But who will have courage to 


stand up in t!io presence of tho facts 
developed by tho testimony in tho case 
and say he fired tho smallest traction ot a 
second too soon? In my own judgment ho . 
acted, under the trying conditions sur- 
rounding him, in good faith and with con- 
summate courage, judgment, and discre- 
tion. 
Tho homicide was, in our opinion, 


clo.-irly justifiable in law, and in the forum 
of sound, practical common sense was com- 
mendable."

BIBLE HEADING JN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Thi legislature will be urged to pass a 
law prohibiting the reading of the bible 
in the public schools of the Btate,says 
the Milwaukee Wisconsin, in caee the 
decision of the supreme court in the Ed­ 
gerton suit is unfavorable to the Catholic 
side of the question. 
“Milwaukee Catholics,’’ said editor 
Bray, of the Catholic Citizen, this fore­ 
noon, ‘expect that the supreme court will 
rule 
that 
the 
reading 
of 
scrip­ 
ture 
in 
the 
public 
schools 
constitutes 
sectarian 
instruction. 
They are anxious to have such a decision 
rendered, If the decision be unfavor­ 
able, then the matter will be carried into 
the legislature, and the passage of a law 
prohibiting Bible reeding in jthe public 
schools will be pressed es strongly ae 
possible. 
I do net think it is true that 
any Catholic desires en edverse ruling 
by the supreme court, in 'the hope that 
such a decision wou'd benefit the pa­ 
rochial schools. In Milwaukee the pub­ 
ic school teachers do not read the Bible 
to their pupils, so that the decision 
could not make any difference here, so 
!ar as the parochial schools are concerned, 
and in the interior there are comparative­ 
ly few towns where the Catholics have 
their own schools. Most Catholic chil­ 
dren attend the public schools and the 
Catholics simply work to prevent the 
reading of 
the bible in 
the publio 
schools.’’ 
The Edgerton case was to have been 
decided by the supreme couit early in 
October, but has been continued,and no 
ruling will oe made until the latter part 
of November.

A FEW TH1NG3 ABOUT ONE OF WISCONSIN’S 


BEST PATINO CROPS. 
One of the largest dealers in leaf to­ 
bacco in this city was interviewed yes­ 
terday by a Gazette reporter with refer­ 
ence to the present crop cf 1889. and the 
following are his estimates concerning it: 
A larger acreage web grown in Rock 
county this year than ever before. There 
is said to be over 2,000 acres more in the 
state this year, and Rock county has in­ 
creased her acreage more in proportion 
than the other tobacco growing districts, 
J.ti.* season has been very favorable both 
for setting, cultivating and harvesting; 
in fact, it has been earlier from 
the 
start 
and 
now 
over tbree-fourths 
of the present crop is in tho shed in 
fine condition. This week will Ste it all 
or nearly all nndir cover. This weath­ 
er is all that can be asked for 'caring to­ 
bacco. Tobacco is raised each year with 
less tabor, and risks, and for a man with 
a farm it is a paying investment. 
Very little of the old crop is in the 
hands of the producers. This, with the 
fact that great quantities of tobacco Lave 
been exported, insures the producer a 
fair price for the lar^e crop this year. 
Wisconsin tobacco is purely leaf, and 
rauks in the market next to Connecticut 
grown tobacco. Nearly all the tobacco 
now grown rn Wisoonsiojg used for bind­ 
ers, as t -.e light tissue like Sumatra leaf 
ha s completely supplanted it for wrap­ 
pers, thereby lowering its price. 
One who owns bis land and has other 
crops besides, can afford to grow from 
three to seven acres, and sell bis crop in 
the bundle for six or seven cents a pound, 
but where men pay their board and de­ 
pend simply on their tobacco for a liv­ 
ing, it bas not, it is said, for a term cf 
years yielded a very large revenue; yet 
t ie re has grown up a class of men all over 
this tobacco growing district whose only 
business is to raise a crop of tobacco en 
shares, twd many of them have come to 
own the very land they began to rent.

Scarcely any two cows are exactly alike 
in disposition and in the character and 
nature of their teats and udder, and tho 
good milker will study his cow in order to 
know how to treat hor. 
Tho Country Gentleman says the prac­ 
tice of “hilling” potatoes during cultiva­ 
tion and growth is almost universal and 
in most instances is positively detrimental 
to productiveness, yet it is nearly impossi­ 
ble to convince tho farmers of this fact. 
Should cheese puff during curing it 
shows that the gas is generating too fast 
and tho room has been too warm, says 
Farm, Stock and Home. 
The cheese thus 
puffed should bo removed to a cooler place 
and, as a last resort, should bo pricked to 
allow the gas to escape. 
A good cheese 
may bo spoiled by not receiving good at­ 
tention while curing. 
Of the 4,200 kinds of flowers which 
grow in Europe only 420, or IO por cent., 
are odoriferous. 
The commonest flowers 
are the white ones, of which there are 
1,194 kinds. Less than one-fifth of these 
are fragrant. 
Of the 051 kinds of yellow 
flowers seventy-seven kinds are odorifer­ 
ous; of the 823 red kinds, eighty-four; 
of tho 504 blue kinds, thirty-one; of the 
108 violet blue kind^, thirteen. Of the 200 
kinds with combined colors twenty-eight 
are fragrant. 
It has been noticed at the New York 
Experiment Station that the liability of 
potatoes to decay seemed to bear no rela­ 
tion to the vigor of the plant, the feeble 
plants often failing to furnish rotten 
tubers, 
while the more vigorous ones 
suffered badly. 
It also appears that de • 
cay does not always follow, though the 
following is severely blighted. 
This may 
come, however, from the blight not being 
in all cases tho fungus which produces the 
potato rot. 
Dairymen at the Kansas State Fair will 
be in clover this year. 
In addition to the 
liberal premiums offered by the Fair Asso­ 
ciation the following premiums are added: 
The American Short-horn Breeders’ Asso­ 
ciation offers $250 as premium for tho

The Hereford 
Cattlo Breeders’ association offer special 
prizes, aggregating $175, for the best dis­ 
play in this class. 
A correspondent of the Germantown 
Telegraph says ho has found salt a valu­ 
able remedy for the rust on blackberry 
vines, and concludes: 
“I have applied 
two or three handfuls on tho surface of 
tho ground immediately over tho roots 
when the plants were badly rusted; in two 
or throe weeks tho disease had disappeared 
and the plants had made a good growth. 
I believe moderate application of salt, 
sown broadcast over a blackberry patch, 
would be of great benefit as a fertilizer 
and health renewer.”
